The medical 
evidence is extremely unsatisfactory and 
the post mortem examinations, if the 
published accounts are to be believed, were 
of a somewhat superficial kind, and pro- 
ductive of no result. Imagination fails to 
picture anything more pathetic than what 
must have cccurred at that lonely shanty, 
and it will be an everlasting disgrace to the 
Northwest if some systematic effort is not 
put forth by the authorities to elucidate the 
Sucker Island mystery. Healthy, hardy 
young pioneers as these fine young fellows 
seem to have been, do not die of nothing. 
There is one thing that seems to me to point 
to a possible solution, and is afforded by 
one of those touching appeals for help, 
written on the chance of some passing 
traveller seeing it. That one in which the 
writer states that their legs are ‘‘ swollen 
from eating rabbits.” It is a fact well 
known to ali old timers that once in every 
five or seven years the bush rabbits become 
excessively numerous, but no sooner does 
this occur than they are attacked by some 
mysterious disease which carries them off by 
the hundreds. Their carcasses may be 
found somtimes lying in heaps through the 
bush. When the rabbit population has been 
thus decimated the disease disappears and 
the rabbits again icrease in numbers and 
the process 1s repeate d. Now this disease 
showed itself last year and is stall prevalent 
and it is altogether probable that the un- 
fortunate young men met their death by 
eating diseased rabbits. The cause of this 
disease is not clear, by some it is attributed 
to the rabbits being forced to eat food not 
natural to them owing to the scarcity of 
their proper nourishment produced by their 
excessive numbers, an explanation which is 
not improbably correct, as the flesh 1s said 
to acquire a bitter taste, so much #0 in fact 
that even the Indians won't eat them. 
These facts are well known ; and it seems 
to me that this disease calls for scientific 
investigation. At one time when large 
prizes were offered by the Australians for 
some method of dealing with the rabbit 
pest in Australia many people gave their 
attention to the rabbit disease, with a view 
to ite possible introduction to that country, 
and some of them should now be ina position 
to give valuable information on the subject. 
It seems to me to be a matter that in the 
interests of the public health should not be 
overlooked. 

We know really very little about the dis- 
eases of the lower animals. Take a disease 
like distemper in the dog for instance ; no 
two authorities agree as to its cause. It is 
only when diseases occur which affect our 
food supply, directly or indirectly, that the 
force of science are put to work to travel 
them back to the bacterium. I believe that 
much light will yet be shed on human 
pathology by the careful stady of the many 
diseases to which many of the lower animals 
are subject which present we know 
absolutely nothing about.

“HIS MOUTH WAS CLOSED.’ 


Mr. Savin in The Leader says: That a 
candidate sought to raise prejudice upon 
the school question ata meeting after his 
(Mr. Davin's) mouth was closed. We will 
not endeavor to refute the charge ; the point 
is insignificant, except as it recalls the fact 
that Mr. Davin's mouth has been closed 
upon that question for a long time. It is 
not on public record that from the date of 
his advent into Canadian politics until the 

12th day of March, A. D., 1894, he ever 
allowed his mouth to open in defence of the 
cause of non-sectarian education. The 
question is not a new one by any means, and 
it scarcely becomes Mr. Davin, —after hav- 


‘i ing kept his mouth shut for twenty years, 
during which time the press and public 

: platform of Canada were at his disposal, — 

: to take the pouts and complain that his 
‘“mouth was closed.” At Moose Jaw on 


the 12th he had ample opportunity to open 
his mouth, but he displayed no eagerness to 
make an opening. In fact it had to be 
pried open by the audience, and his ad- 
mission that he favored non-sectarian 
schools was literally drawn from him against 
his will. At least the circumstance left 
‘ that impression upon his hearers, and when 
one comes to study Hansard, the impression 
is deepened, for as late as last session of 
‘ parliameat, N. F. Davis raised his voice in 
opposition to the national school system as 
he understands it. 

Take sensible advice, Mr. Davin, and re-

ELECTION ADDRESS. 


To the electors of Alberta. 

GENTLEMEN.—As the nominee of the con- 
yention of Alberta liberals which was held 
recently at Calgary,and having been assured 
of a strong snpport by the patrons of indus- 
try in Northern Alberta, as well as at the 
solicitation of a large number of independ- 
ent conservatives inthis part of the country, 
1 have the honor to offer myself as a candi- 
date for the representation of Alberta in 
the Commons at the approaching general 
election. The stand which I take with the 
full knowledge and censent of those who 
have tendered me their support is that of an 
independent as to party, but not as to 
principle. On the main question at present 
at issue between the liberal and conserva- 
tive parties, I understand that the organi- 
zations and individuals tendering me their 
support have done so with the wish and ex- 
pectation that I would and will so far as lies 
in my power support the policy of a tariff 
for revenue as against the policy of a tariff 
for protection, which is the declared policy 
of the present government; on the ground 
that the protective policy discriminates un- 
justly against the western producer in favor 
of the eastern manufacturer. 

Although holding strongly with the 
liberal party and also the patron organiza- 
tion on this point, I have not bound myself 
to either of these because I believe that the 
first duty of the single representative of so 
great a country holding such great possibil- 
ities as this district of Alberta should be to 
use his every energy for the further develop- 
ment of this country and the realization of 
these possibilties; as he can not if he is to 
be subject to restraint by the exigencies of 
anv party. This constituency has had 
party representation during the past eight 
years,—has been represented by a member 
of the party in power then and now. If 
the results have been satisfactory, that 
principle should be continued. If not it 
should be changed. It is because I believe 
that this system of party representation has 
been gravely injurious to this district that 
I have consented to make the personal 
sacrifice involved in my candidature, and 
because, so far as I knew, no other person 
was likely to come forward to advocate 
these or like views. 

In a region so vast and varied as Alberta 
it would be impossible for any man at any 
time to define all the points of policy that 
would affect each locality, therefore I do 
not attempt to do so here. i hope from 
time to time, however, in the course of the 
contest, to have the opportunity to discuss 
fully with the electors at most of the 
pricipal centres of population, all matters 
that may come up for discussion, in what- 
ever shape they may appear. That such a 
vast region, having such a large population 
and such important interests should be 
accorded only one representative is as plain 
a case of injustice as is required to show the 
glaring failure of party representation to 
secure the people in even their simplest 
rights. The matter of railway extension 
and railway rates particularly in the north 
and tbe question of irrigation in the south 
seem to be the great questions affecting the 
interests of the district with which parlia- 
ment will from time to time have to deal. 
I need not point out that while these are 
vital questions to Alberta,they are not party 
questions at all, and it is all the more neces- 
sary that your representative should be in a 
position to advocate your interests in regard 
to them in parliament without party 
hindrance even if he has to do it without 
party support. 

Speaking generally I may say that I will 
support a policy of development for Alberta 
and while I will not bind myself to ask for 
favors for any section or interest I will bind 
myself to do all in my power to see that each 
section and every interest receives fair and 
equal treatment. 

In conclusion I will say that although I 
have no personal interest to serve or am- 
bition to gratify by entering upon this con- 
test, 7 having entered upon it in good 
faith I shall do all I can to win, and ask for 
the active assistance of every man who 
believes that the success of the principles 
which I have been selected to advocate 
would be in the interest of this constituency 
and of the country.

GENERAL NEWS. 


The Ontario legislature has passed a bill 
which imposes a penalty of 2100 to $300 for 
docking horses tails. 

Word has been received from the 
partment of the interior that about 300 
Sweedish immigrants will arrive in Canada 
next month. 

The hot winds on Monday and Tuesday 
played havoc with the ice and on Wednes- 
day the water was rushing down, bearing 
huge cakes, and to-day the ice is all gone 
and the river looks like a volume of pea 
soup, so says the Macleod Gazette. 

It is understood the Royal commission on 
prohibition has finished the consideration of 
the evidence taken and that Sir Joseph 
Hickson, chairman, has signed thejmajority 
report, which is altogether opposed to pro- 
hibition. Rev. Joseph McLeod, member ot 
the commission, may prebebly bring in a 
minority report. 

The Prince Albert Advocate has changed 
hands, ©. R. Stove! having sold out to 
Messrs. Andrew & Co. In the first issue 
after the change, is an announcement, that 
the policy of the paper will continue to be 
independant—striving to reach the ideal of 
an independent newspaper by taking a keen 
interest in all the live issues of the day, 
attacking any party when necessary, Or giv- 
ing credit where such isdue. By that 
means they hope to retain and add to the 
confidence already bestowed by the com- 
munity on the Advocate. 

Toronto, March 29. According to the 
annual report of the grand secretary of the 
Imdependent Order of Oddfellows for the 
year ending Dec. 31, i804, there was a net 
increase in membership for the year of 1,104 
within a trifle of the best showing since 
1879, and twelve subordinate lodges were 
instituted. The total membership in good 
standing is now 21,662. During the year 
there was paid out ta sick benefits and relief 
$79,555. The total amount paid for current 
expenses Was $75,845, inaking total disburse- 
ments $155,400. The total receipts were 
SQV? 51S. 

Putney, Eng., March 30. Oxford won 
the fifty-seventh boat race to day, between 
crews representing the universivies of Ox- 
ford and Cambridge, crossing the line two 
lengths ahead. The banks of the Thames 
were crowded at an early hour. The crews 
started at 4:08 p. m. and Oxford soon had a 
lead of half a jength. At Claspers boat 
house Oxford held her lead, but at Craven 
Cottage, less than three fourths of a mile 
from the start, Oxford was only a quarter 
of a length ahead, and at Waldon's the 
dark blue had not increased this lead. At 
Hammersmith bridge, a little over one and 
three-quarters of a mile trom the start, Ox- | 
ford had increased the lead to half a length 
and was widening the gap. At Thorny 
croft, about three miles from the start, Ox- 
ford wasa length and a quarter ahead, and 
Devonshire Meadows, the dark blue crew 
was leading by two lengths. Oxford, at 
Barne’ bridge, slightly over three and a half 
miles from the start, held the lead by two 
lengths, and eventually won by that dis- 
tance. Oxford started at forty strokes to 
the minute, the Cambridge strokes content- 
ing himself at thirc ’-e ght. The dark blues 
throughout the race pulled steadily and 
like clockwork. Opposite the lead mills 

Cambridge drew up a little, but the hopes 
of the admirers of the light blue’soon faded 
away and Oxford increased her lead as she 
liked. Opposite the Doves, about two 
miles from the start, Oxford was pulling 
thirty-nine and Cambridge thirty-eight 
strokes to the minute. Shortly after pass- 
ing the Doves, Combridge again spurted 
and reduced Oxford’s lead a trifle, but the 
dark blues had increased their lead to two 
lengths at the Devonshire Meadows and 
this lead Cambridge could not cut down to 
any greac extent. When the Oxford boat 
shot Barnes’ bridge the dark blues were 
coming well within their strength and in 
perfect form. The Cantabs rowed gallant- 
ly throughout, and did better than expect- 
ed; but they had evidently had enough of 
it at the finish. According to the judge's 
decision Oxford won by a length and a half. 
The oflicial time of the winning boat is an- 
pounced to be 20 minutes and 50 seconds.
